Steamer Sai On 
Sails For Canton 


Yesterday morning the Tung On 
S. S. Company's ship Sai On sailed 
for Canton from Hongkong ona trial 
trip, to sce if a ship airawing more 
{han seven feet could clear the 
barrier at Bocca’ Tigris. The ship 
carrled some hundreds of passengers 
but a very small amount of cargo. 


At present the regulations, which 
were circulated, after the Soi On 
had obtained her clearance papers, 
says that ships drawing more than 
seven feet must stop at Tiger Island 
and tfansfer passengers and targo to 
smaller boats for trans-shipment to 
Canton. The Sai On, however, will 
study the possibititles of ships, such 
nsx the majority of river steamers 
drawing ten or 12 feet, getting across 
the barrier. 


The Chinese authorities have 
issued a nollce to all shipping, that 
should foreign merchant ships or 
warships entering the Canton river 
be followed by Japanese warships 
the foreign ships are immediately to 
turn round and proceed away from 
Canton. 


This order, it Is stated, Is neces- 
sary in order that Japanese warships 
may not take advantage of the pre- 
sence of other ships to enter the river 
unharmed, and also to avoid damage 
to merchant ships from Chinese forts 
repulsing the enemy. The Chinese 
authorities will tale no cesponsibitity 
for damage to or loss of foreign ships

“During our stay on the Tchekom 
at Takao we were not fll-treated, but 
some of the crew could not ret 
enough food and had to resort to the 
emergency rations and also to Inmp 
oil for ‘cooking, This was probably 
not the fault of the Navy who pald 
for each of the crew 40 sen and for 
the oficers 1.20 Yen dally for food.

Damages Claim 
Sequel 


Application for lcave to appeal 
against the judgment of his Honour, 
Mr. Justice RE. Lindsell, putsne 
judge, in_the summa: jurisdiction 
action of Lal Kong, pluintift-respon- 
dent, and Wong Yec-kce, defendant- 
appellant, against, the judgment 
delivered*on August 6, 1037, on the 
ground that the judgment wns wrong 
in law, was granted this morning by 
the Chict. Justice, Sir Atholl Mac- 
Gregor, and Mr, Justice’ Lindsell, 
sitting as a Fult Court, 

Mr, H.C. Macnamara, instructed by 
Messrs, P. H. Sin & Co., represented 
the appellant. 


A writ was taken out by Lai Kong 


on April 1%, 1937, against Wong 
Yee-kee, and the claim was for 
damages for injurics received and 
expenses incurred-when the plain- 
tiff wan knocked down and injured 
by na motor lorry driven at Jubilee 
Street Ferry Pler by, the defendant, 
hin servant or ngent on February 7, 
1937. Plaintiff claimed $300, of 
which $06.50 were specinl damages, 
and his costs of the action. 

In giving judgment on August 6, 
1937, Mr. Justice Lindsell awarded 
plaintif™ $205 and costs, and granted 
a stay of exceution for: cinht days 
pending possible appeal on the condl- 
tion that num of $350 be paid into 
Court within three days to abide 
further order, ¢ 

It may be recalled that an 
employee of the defendant appeared 
before the First Pollee Magistrate on 
March 19 (to answer a summons 
taken out by the Police charging 
him with driving-to the danger of the 
public, and he was fined $25. The 
plaintif? wos then awarded $25 
compensation, to which he consented.

coal and provisions. The cruiser’s 
name appeared to be Izuzo or in 
Chinese Ng Sap Leng. 


“We waited off Swatow for two 
days. The Commander of the crulser 
kindly allowed me (Capt. Hammann) 
to send a letter to Hongkong assur- 
ing my family of my safety, but we 
were allowed no other communicas 
tion with the outside world and were 
without radio.” The Commander re- 
fused to send on the mail which was 
Inter handed to me, t 


“When the cruiser returned on 
October 5 we went alongside and 
took on coal, water and provisions, 
and then again followed her to 
Pakho. This is a fortress town in 
the Pescadores (Formosa), where we 
arrived two days later. : 


Taken Ashore Blindfold 


“T was talcen sshore blindfolded 
fo a house where Japanese Naval 
officers again questioned me on the 
game Unes as before. I told them 
that I. was a German at which they 
laughed and sald, ‘Germans and 
Japanese aro great friends.’ They 
sill appeared to believe that we 
wero going to take provisions to 
Shanghal, : 


“Evidently, they were ‘unable to 
dispose of the cattle ut Pakho and 
since these were storving they de« 
cided to take them on a 10-hour run 
to Takao, which {s an open: port.

“During our stay on the Tchekam 
at Takao we Were not Ill-treated, but 
some of the erew could not get 
cnough food and had to resort to the 
emergency rations ind also to lamp 
oll for cooking. This was probably 
not the fuult of the Navy who pald 
for cach of the crew 40 sen and for 
the officers 1.20 Yen dally for food. 
I think that there wig some ‘squeeze’ 
in serving us as we should huve got 
enough to cat for that amount, 

“The Japanese who dealt with .us 
wero officers and behaved as such. 
Mr.. Nielson ond myself ‘had first- 
class passages on the Hongkong 
Maru and the crew travelled stecr- 
age, the fare being paid by the 
Japanese Admiralty.”

against ‘the judgment of his Honour, 
Mr. Justice R. E. Lindsell, puisne 
judgo,. In the summary jytisdiction 
action of Lal Kong, plaintiff-respon- 
dent, and Wong Yce-kcce,, defendant- 
oppellant, against the . judgment 
delivered on August G, 1937, on the 
rround that the judgment was wrong 
in Jaw, was granted this morning by 
the Chict Justice, Sir Atholl Mac- 
Gregor, and Mr. Justice Lindsell, 
sitting asa Full Court. : 

Mr, H.C, Macnomara, instructed by 
Messrs. P, H. Sin & Co., represented 
the appellant. 

A writ was taken out by Lal Kong 
Wong 
Yee-kee, and the claim war for 
damages for injuries received and 
expenses Incurred when the pliain- 
th wan knocked down and Injured 
by a motor lorry driven ot Jubilee 
Street Ferry Pier by the defendant. 
his servant or agent on February 7. 
1937. Plaintif! clalmed $300, of 
which $06.50 were special damnges, 
and his costs of the action. 

In giving. Judgment on August 6 
1937, Mr, Justice Lindsell awarde 
plaintiff $205 and costs, and granted 
an stay of execution for elght days 
pending possible nppenl on the condi- 
tion that sum of $350 be puld into 
Court within three days to abide 
further order. ee 

It may -be recaHed' thet an 
employee of the defendant appeared 
before the First Pollee Muglstrate on 
March 10, to answer a summons 
taken out by the Police charging 
him with driving to the danger of the 
public, and he was fined $25. The 
plaintiff was then — awarded $25 
compensation, to which he consented.
